The fierce battle of Franklin demonstrated

Schofield wae falling back on Nashville, 
an imamense train twelve miles long, 
valuable army stores , he was vig- 
orously pursued by the one-legged rebel Hood 
at the head of a superior force. -It waa net 
the intention of Schofie4 to fight him ; but 
whem his train reached the Harpeth river-—o 
branch of the Cumberland—Hood pressed for-_ 
ward so furiously that the alternation was to 
give battle orabanden the tram. He quickly 
formed his treops, some 14,000 to 15,000 In 
number, dcroes the bend of the river, each 
wing resting on the river, and cansed his men 
hastily to throw up breast-works. When the 
rushed forward the works 
were searcely knee high, yet they were high 
enongh to shelter our soldiers lying behind 
them from the volleys of musketry poured in 
by the enemy. Hood pnt In practice the sys 
tem taught by Stonewall Jacksen, of quick, 
_ furious, persistent aseault by soveral paralie! 
lings. If the first line breaks push on with 
the seeond, if that gives way rush forward with 
and break through and 
crush the opposing columns with the 
* bayonet and clubbed musket. The charges of 
the rebels were as despetate as anything of 
the war; but they attérly failed. Onur 
from behind their slight shelter poured mur- 
deroms, withering volleys in quick 
ai short distance and with carefa! aim, right 
imto the faces afthe foe, who eunk to the 
earth by scores and handreds, i 
ground thickly over with killed and maimed 
rebels. The Gre was too fierce, fast and fatal 
for mortal fiesh to endure. 
discomfited “ grey backs” fied in dismay from 
_ thisborrid harvest of death, leaving 6,000 of 
their comrades, behind, and inflicting on the 
Federals scarce a fourth of the loss.
